PREVALENCE  OP,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


There  was  very  little  incidence  of  notifiable  disease 
which  comprised  four  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  three  of  Pneumonia, 
fifty-five  of  Measles  and  four  of  Whooping  Cough. 

Artifical  Immunization  against  DLjhtheria  has  been 
continued  and  A.P.T.  is  the  prophylactic  which  has  been  used; 

49  children  under  5 years  and  25  of  school  age  have  been  immunized. 

Modern  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  is  still 

lacking. 

' A clinic  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies  has  been  opened 

at  the  First  Aid  Post  in  charge  of  Nurse  Brigg  who  has  had  the 
assistance  of  members  of  Appleby  Red  Cross  Detachment,  87  cases 
have  been  treated  for  which  191  baths  have  been  given. 

A Hostel  for  Womens’  Land  Army  workers  has  been 
established  on  the  Hilton  Road,  by  the  County  War  Agricultural 
Committee .
